DEPORTATION BILL PASSED

Meambers of Anarchistic Bodies to Be
Sent Away,

Washingten.—The immigeation com-
mittea's bl praviding foy the deports-
tlon of all allens affilinted with anar-
chistic organizations was passed by
the house, The yole was unanimous.

Inveatigation by the foreign rele-
tlons committee Into the activitles of
Russinn propagaudists in this country
was ordered by the scmate, which
adopted a resolution by Senator Kene
van, republicen of lowa, providing for
stich an Inquiry

Urging pussage of the bill to deport
allen members advocating overthrow

of ihe government, Representative
Johuson, republican of Washington,
chairman of the houss immigration

commitiee, declared in the house that
nil forelgners coming to the United
States “in the future must cowme only
on probation” His siatement Indi
cated that later an effort would ba
made 1o phes legislatlon for the pro-
butionary ecutry of foreignera,

It went through with-
out change in the antletrike anil other
tmportant provisions. and was sent te
eonference for adjustment during the
rocess with the Esch blll, passed by
thie house.

The ultimate disposition of the rail
roid problem, however, still is in
doubt, us the scoate and house bifls
will be in confereace and congress in
recess on January 1, the date previ-
ously set by Prealdent Wilson for re
turn of the lines to thelr owners,
